Doth not S.Tohn in his Renelation 
reſt ifie exprefy. That the Charch of Chri#t, ſignifiedthere by a wo- 
m4, fled into a deſert or wilderneſſe, where ſhe had a place prepa= 
red for her of God, andwhere ſhe conld not for a certaine ſeaſon 
be found of theperſecutors ? Where was the Church mm the time of 
1 Kings.19.&c. Elias che Prophet ? When he ſzid, They haue forfaken thy couc- 
nant, they haue deſtroyed thine Altar,and laine thy Prophets with 
the ſword, andI am left alone. Againe, it is written is the 2. of 
Kings the 16. thatynderthe raigne of Achas, there was raken a 
patterne of the Altar of the Tdolaters of Damaſcus, and Vrias the 
High Prieft remoouedthe Altarof the Lord. Whereby it appearerb 
that the Priefthood was corrupted, the Altar remooned, and con- 
fequently the ſacrifice ceaſed. Now Itruft there is no Papitt ſdim- 
prident to ſay, that either the true Church wasin the Scribes aud 
Phariſies,or in the time of Achas, Manafles, a»d many other King 
of Iſrael, ſo viſible and populous as they would han it : but that 
Chorch of Chriſt were inthat ſmalluumber, where ſoencr diſperſed.

He that ſpeaketh in a ſtrange language edificth him- 
ſelfe . I would that you all ſfpake ſtrange langnages, but rather 
that you prophecied. For greater 1s he that prophecieth, then he 
that ſpeaketh divers tongues,except he expound it,that the Church 
may receiue edification. And now brethren, if I come vnto you 
ſpeaking diucrs rongues, whart ſhall it profit you, &c. Aforeomer, 
thingswithout hife which gine a ſound, whether it bea Harpe or a 
Pipe, except they make a diſtinttion in the ſound, how ſhallit be 
knowne what ts piped or harped?

God depoſeth the nughtie fromtheir _ 
ſeates, and cxalteth themof low degree. /t God hat teſt ifieth of "range ok 
himfelfe ; By me Kings raigne, and Princes haue dominion. Paul ,, ,, & 21. 
eonfeſſeth plainely, that the weapons of therr warfare are not car- 2.Cor,o. 4. 
all, but mightie through God, that is ſpirituall. Aud it ts manifet ROw.13.1-2. 
by the prattiſe of the Apoſtles andalltheir precepts,(commannding 3 
all Chriſtians to obey their rulers their Kings & Princes, yea though 7, oy m 
they were perſecutors:)& the Apoſtles nener had any ſuch amthopity 
Ccommutedtotbem. Christ himſelfe ſaith, his king dome was not of Toh.18.36. 
#his world : and Chriſt himſeife refuſed ta be made a King : Chritt loh.6.15. 
himfelfe alſo paid tribute unto Czlar, and commannded others to Matha22.2t, 
2 e ſame, and all other dueties of ſubieftion and obedrence to 
ſar.

Job faith, Who can bring a cleane thing out of fil- — hg 
thineſſe, there is not one. Ad Eſay ſaith, eaking, in the perſon TOO 
of God -]cuen Tam hethat putteth away thine iniquities for mine 
owne fake, and will not remember thy - Aber ArdPaul confident- 


ly affirmeth, when he ſaith, Who ſhall lay any thing to the charge Rom, 8.33. 34.

doth ſay,Yee ſhall put nothing to the word winch command you,

you, that take heed you doe, put nothing thereto, nor take ought 
there-from. And S.John in his Renclation ſaith that Ifany man ſhal 
addeto this thing, God ſhall adde vnto hun the plagues which 


.are Written in this booke , and ſhall take away his part out of 


the booke of life. 1 might yet adde further touching the offi= 
ces of Chriit. for that the Church of Rome will yeeldthat the of- 
fice of Chritt conſiſteth in theſe three poimts:namely that he xs both 4 
Prophet, a Prie$t and a King: which in words they will acknowledge, 
but in deeds and veritie they doe not. For how mnſerably and wic- 
kedly the Charch of Rome hath mangled and defaced the renea- 
led will of this ſacred Prophet, their unwritten traditions, popiſh 
canons, and their owne deniſes makes too apparant.
